In order to regain some of the loss we 
suffered through the distribution crisis I've 
formed my own distribution company 
called DRACULINA DIRECT. DRACULINA DI- 
RECT is a small catalog that offers all 
DRACULINA products, as well as others, 
plus videos and other novel stuff. I'm work- 
ing with stores allowing them to sell the 
catalogs, place orders and basically act as 
the middle man - much in the way they do 
with all distributors. Obviously, we're at a 
much smaller scale, but we plan to provide 
a good service and hopefully regain that 
shelf space that was lost when stores 


started reorganizing the way they ordered 
products. This will allow stores to offer 
products through the catalog, and not have 
to stock anything. 

The first edition of the DRACULINA DI- 
RECT is hitting the stores as you read this 
(since the first catalog was printed at the 
same time as this issue of COZY COFFIN). 
Ask in your store about it - if they haven't 
received anything and want to know more 
- have them write us. Also, if you are a 
publisher looking for new outlets for your 
product, send us a sample of what you have 
and maybe we can talk. 

I don't want this editorial to sound like 
DRACULINA is falling apart. Actually, the 
three main magazines (DRACULINA, ORIEN- 
TAL CINEMA and SHE) are still going strong 
and will always be available (along with 
anything else we put out) through the main 
distribution markets. We'd Just like to try 
and salvage some of the stores that once 
carried it and stopped, or other stores that 
have been leery of carry it... or Just plain 
never heard of it before. 

Well, I guess that's it. Hopefully there will 
be a COZY COFFIN *5 in the not-too-dis- 
tant future. But until then, keep your eye 
out for DRACULINA PUBLISHING... you never 
know what we'll do next.
